wifh  fhe  wonaerful  effects  attained  with  these  on  many  of  tho 
fold  English  estates.  We  are  fortunate  indeed  to  be  able  to  grow 
:siich  a large  collection  of  broad-lea,ved  evergreens  in  this  sec^ 
lion  of  the  south.  With  a judicious  selectioa  of  varieties,  wi.h 
a proper  arrangement  of  evergreen  trees  and  shrubs,  gives  to 
the  winter  aspect  of  our  home  grounds  a warm  and  cheerful 
effect 


In  transplanting  evergreens  the  soil  should  be  properly  pre 
pared  and  holes  of  ample  size  dug  and  fertilized.  In  all  cases 
the  fertilizer  must  be  thoroughly  incorporated  with  the  soil. 
If  the  roots  come  in  contact  with  green  manure  they  are  very 
apt  to  die,  and  in  most  cases  should  the  ball  of  earth  fall  away 


from  the  roots,  the  plants  should  he  severely  pruned  or 
detoliat  ed. 

Nearly  all  plants  taken  from  the  oi)en  ground  are  lifted  with 
a ball  of  earth  to  insure  safe  transplanting.  When  transplanting 
it  is  not  necessary  to  remove  the  burlap.  Place  the  plant  to> 
the  right  depth  in  a properly  i)repared  hole,,  cut  the  string  so 


that  the  burlap  may  be  released  from  the  ball  of  earth,  half 
fill  with  soil,  and  then  pour  in  water  freely.  Let  this  settle, 
afterwards  put  in  more  soil  and  firm  well  about  the  roots,  then 
fill  up  the  hole.
